The final question asked the 
professors to voice their feel- 
ings on the convocations and 
assemblies. While most com- 
mended Dr. Knott and his as- 
sociates on their accomplish- 
ments, one professor summed 
up the faculty's feelings on the 
assemblies thusly: "The pro- 
grams on Monday have been 
in general on an elementary 
level. They have (wen an Insult 
to the students. The student 
l>ody should be commended for 
its tolerance in being forced 
to attend the "Mickey Mouse- 
program by the SGA and other

"The Glass Menagerie" as it 
was presented by the Methodist 
College Players In Reeves 
Auditorium last Oct. 22 and 23 
was the best presentation In 
Reeves Auditorium during 
19G8; that Is, according to one 
authority it was. 

The audience was not disap- 
pointed with the players, the 
stage, or the effects. Live, as 
In life, Jack Kerr, Mike Moore, 
Lanette shanks and Mrs. Fdna 
Contardl made that old Tennes- 
see Williams play about mother 
who lived In the proud memory 
of her Southern belle past come 
alive. And it Is because those 
players worked their hearts out 
on their parts that this writer 
feels they should have a review 
for their scrapbooks as the best 
of 1968 in Reeves Auditorium. 
That's why this article is writ- 
ten. 

Jack Kerr was convincing, 
not only as the narrator who 
explained at the beginning, In 
the middle, and at the end which 
direction the story was moving; 
but also he was convincing as 
Tom, the son, who had endured 
his mother's nagging like a 
sea-hero, enduring a lifetime 
of cruelty under a cruel sea 
captain. When Jack exploded In 
anger, he did so not only from 
an Inner urge to tell Amanda to 
shut up; but also he exploded 
with" an actor's skill.

How long 
does It take to pick up a paper 



cup or newspaper and walkover 
to one of the many garbage cans 
in the snack bar and dispose of 
such trash? The present ap- 
pearance o' the snack bar is 
sulflcient enough to frighten 
away visiting high school stu- 
dents who might otherwise 
choose to attend Methodist. The 
tioys who cook the food in the 
snack bar do a commendable 
Job sanltation-wis^. why can't 
the students d i their part In 
keeping the area that they sit 
in clean'' Maybe the nickname 
"The Greasy spoon" which Is 
given to the snack l>ar should 
be changed to "Hog- Heaven." 
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In reference to; "letter to 
the Professors," sMall Talk, 
Feb. U, Ml) som ,. ( ,f the points 
that "Name Withheld" brought 
out can be seen every day In 
the classroom, but this writer 
feels that "Name Withheld" 
should have done :i little inves- 
tigating on some of his com- 
plaints liefore he left himself 
open to rebuttal. 

"Name Withheld" falls to re- 
alize that If a student Is con- 
cerned only with what his grade 
for the semester will tie and 
"fretting the BA or Bfl degree," 
then that student Is part of the 
majority of students through- 
out the country. This Is part 
of the academic idea— "I need 
to get a good gTade." Too, who 
among the student Nxiy at 
Methodist ( ollege, or any col- 
lege for that matter, Is not In- 
terested In getting the BA or DS 
degree 11 It appears to !»• a not 
too unimportant goal for most 
students. 

In regard to the professor: 
he is not there in the class 
room to lead students bv the 
hand. If lie were, it would re- 
quire six years to get that de- 
gree rather than the current 
four year course. If the stu- 
dent comes to a college or uni- 
versity he should already have 
the motivation to learn; he is 
going to listen to the lectures, 
do his assignments, and all 
without the aid of a professor. 
If, on the other hand, the stu- 
dent comes to college with the 
idea that the professor Is there 
to force him to learn, then this 
unmotivated character had tet- 
ter return to the jungles call- 
ed high schools from whence he 
came. He asks to be viewed 
as a adult -then let him show 
by his endeavors that he Is an 
adult (or is it easier to say that 
it's the professor's fault' 1 ). 

If most of the students at 
Methodist College were to be 
relied upon to "ask a ques- 
tion to get him started" on his 
lectures (which "Name With- 
held" states in his description 
of the unprepared professor), 
then It would appear to this 
writer that no— repeat, no— 
pertinent information would 
lie disseminated from the 
professors because the stu- 
dents at Methodist, in their al- 
most unanimous apathy, would 
come out of their shells and 
ask a question that is on their 
minds, instead of hoping some- 
one else will ask the question— 
or even worse— leaving the lec- 
ture without having the question 
brought up at all, maybe then 
the classes would lie more In- 
formative and Interesting than 
they now are. 

As pertains to the cost of 
school and being required to 
buy books that sometimes are 
never used; sure it costs quite 
a bit of money and a student 
should not be required to buy 
book* that he will not use. The 
former can lie easily remedied: 
State does not cost as much as 
Methodist; the books, though, 
that Is another story. This 
writer has found that even If 
no assignments In reading were 
required, after reading the 
books the class lectures tie- 
came more meaningful than 
they were liefore tiecause It Is 
related and therefore Is of Im- 
portance. 

"Vague Idea that the exam 
may not be graded." Vague 
Ideas have caused wars, di- 
vorces, scandals, suicides, 
ets., etc. Be specific! If you 
feel your exam was not 
graded-ask before putting It 



into print. Ask the professor to 
show you your exam Vague 
ideas are not facts, but when 
they are vocalized— and in gen- 
eral at that— they can cause the 
ruin of someone who is inno- 
cent of the "vague" charge. Be 
specific-ll It's worth saying, 
say It with names— don't blur 
the entire staff. 

Another suggestion by 
"Name Withheld" was to have 
an understanding with the pro- 
fessors that they are subject 
to be evaluated by a ranking 
member of the administration. 
This seems to have lieen the 
same type of idea that men 
like Hitler, Stalin, and, more 
recently, Castro have triad out 
on their citizenrv. These men 
tried It on t he whole population 
of their countries, rather than 
just a faculty of a small col- 
lege. But— you have to start 
somewhere. 

liather than being evaluated 
by the ranking staff members 
it would appear that the use of 
objective evaluation cards for 
AM. students to complete per- 
taining to their resjiective pro- 
fessors would be a fairer way 
to evaluate. These cards could 
reflect the performance, de- 
livery, class or course effec- 
tiveness (as generated through 
the instructor ), ;ind so on. This 
method would let the helrarchy 
know the story and at the same 
time prevent any one biased In- 
dividual from casting an un- 
favorable shadow on any 
one— or even all— instructors. 
It is this writer's understand- 
ing that this method is u .ed 
satisfactorily at Duke and other 
universities throughout the na- 
tion-why not at Methodist? 

This writer feels that It 
seems unfair that some indi- 
viduals-faculty and students- 
are aware who "Name Withheld" 
Is, and they comment that he 
should have had the courage to 
sign his name to his letter, 
when, In reality, it was the 
sMall Talk Staff that convinc- 
ed him not to sign It when he 
wanted to put his name where 
It belonged, (or so Name With- 
held claims \ 

It Is also the opinion of this 
writer that if the "backers" of 
the school, those who hold the 
pursestrings, woidd not worry 
Quite s „ much about the 
"CHR ISTIA N ATMOS PH ERE " 
part of the slogan "QUALITY 
EDUCATION IN A CHRISTIAN 
ATMOS PH EH K" and put more 
emphasis on the "QUALITY 
EDUCATION," why then, the 
rest of the slogan would fall 
naturalh into place. To those 
<»f you that wonder "What's he 
talking about 0 ," It seems that 
our professors are not worth 
as much to the school as is 
the maintenance of the new 
school Chapel. At least, this is 
one of the reasons that their 
salaries are among THE 
lowest in the state, if not i n 
the entire country, and why 
some professors will not lie re- 
turning next semester. But re- 
member, the school has a rep- 
utation to build, a slogan to 
live up to, and a Chapel (almost) 
to maintain. Why spend mon- 
ey on the educator's salaries. 
It's no wonder some profes- 
sors are mistaken for students 
who failed to get off A. P. and 
have to leave. They are In and 
out because of funds not lielng 
available to pay decent salar- 
ies - have to maintain 
"CHRISTIAN ATMOSPHERE" 
at all costs-even at the cost of

In Eric Fromm's book "The 
Sane Society," this pioneer In 
psychoanalyt leal sociology, 
grapples with factors which tie- 
come obstacles to man's self- 
achievement in our modern 
society. He views man's 
alienation under capitalism. He 
says that man does not exper- 
ience himself as the active 
l>earer of his own powers and 
richness, but as an Impover- 
ished thing, dependent on pow- 
ers outside of himself, unto 
whom he lies projected him- 
self. 

The growth of this term 
alienation has changed some- 
what with time. In the past It 
referred to the Insane or the 
psychotic, but now It refers 
more to our position of self- 
estrangement. It is interesting 
that this psychoanalytical so- 
ciologist takes us back to the 
Bible and the meaning of the 
word alienation. 

He said that propheth denun- 
ciation of Idolatry was not pri- 
marily due to the number of 
gods, but rather to the fact 
than men would use their own 
creativeness, skills, and tal- 
ent In order to make an Idol 
and then would turn to that idol 
and ask it for power. The 
tragedv is not the number of 
gods, but that the powers that 
these Idols supposedly have the 
powers of the men who cre- 
ated them. All that was his 
was now a thing. 

Monotheism, savs Eromm, 
and recognizes that II God is 
recognizable and Indefinable 
he is not a "thing," and If man 
is created In God's Image he 
too is not a "thing." In idol- 
atry man bows down to a pro- 
jection of himself, but does not 
recognize man's powers as be- 
longing to him. 

Monotheism today, s a \ s 
Fromm, has regressed to idol- 
atry for man has projected his 
ability of love and power to 
God, and does not feel them 
anymore as his own. 

There are many who would 
fall into this category of mono- 
theism, but there are others 
who have never experienced 

anything other than their per- 
sonal idolatry, These are the 
people who work with no real 
intrinsic purpose, in a so- 
ciety where they feel they have 
no real power. Their God is 
unrecognizable and Indefinable 
to them, but idolatrous at any 
rate. 

Do you live In such a re- 
lationship have you given Up 
your powers of control and be- 
come alienated from yourself 
and from others'. 1 Have you be- 
come a thing or are you still 
a person?

I think lt ls alnuit time to 
speak out on "Religious I- m- 
phasis Week" that is held on 
campus every year.

For one thing, you cannot 
force religion on a student by 
offering him only religious ac- 
tivities all week long and by 
stopping ail other student func- 
tions, nor will you expand his 
mind by stopping all testing 
during the week.

week.) If a student is planning 
on attending the religious func- 
tions, he will attend whether 
he has I test or not. If a stu- 
dent Is not going to attend, then 
he will not attend even if there 
ls nothing else to do besides 
sit In the dorm. Religion ls a 
voluntary experience, and no 
requirements will force ■ stu- 
dent to "lie religious."

For one thing there have been 
several meetings during this 
week, but I suppose these could 
be termed "necessary" meet- 
ings. But why let some organ- 
izations meet and not others?

Coach Gene Clayton's Mon- 
archs took the Dixie champion- 
ship with an 11-3 conference 
record, and contributed veter- 
an Jim Harden and sophomore 
Roy Henderson to the dream 
team. 

St. Andrews College's Pete 
Garner, a high- scoring junior 
from West Knd, N. C, f topped 
the balloting of Hie Dixie Con- 
ference basketball coaches to 
be named captain of the 1968- 
09 all-star squad. 

Senior Krnie Guill of Lynch- 
burg College and freshman 
Bruce Shaw a newcomer UNC- 
Greensboro round out the 
squad. A total of 23 players 
from eight colleges were In- 
cluded In the voting. 

Darden and Guill are the only 
repeaters from last year's 
squad. The 0-4 Darden became 
the first Dixie Conference 
player to tie named to the all- 
conference squad for four 
years.

The Methodist charge started 
after its first meeting with St.

Methodist, on Feb. 13, white- 
washed Lynchburg with Dhyse 
again leading the Monarchs 
with a 587 set, which contained 
a 220 single. He had able sup- 
port from Charlie Siska, Sam 
Compton, and Richard DeMund, 
all of whom fired at better than 
500. The team's 2684 total In- 
cluded games of 876, 868, and 
940.

Waiting for Godot has to I* 
a smash. Not only Is the au- 
thor of this work an Irishman— 
for m , money, everything good 
came from Ireland first— but 
also, Waiting for Godot is a 
play with a message for all 
mankind. And <lrama that 
speaks to each and everv view- 
er is fulfilling and satisfy- 
ing—or so It seems to me. Then, 
too, the player's enthusiasm 
for work as a source of enjoy- 
ment in Itself figures heavily 
Into determining a future suc- 
cess In a drama— and If Senior, 
BUI Blalock; Sophomore Ron 
Bott; and Freshmen, Pat Corn, 
John Williams and Keith Hum- 
mer do take parts in Waiting 
For Godot, the play will be a 
smash. Those men ar^ troop- 
ers in the finest traditions of 
theater. They can be depended 
upon to thrill everybody. 

Waiting for Godot Is a cu- 
riousity, a masterpiece of the 
absurd, an existentialist's 
dream, and a dramatist's dia- 
logue. It Is a story about two 
tramps who are waiting for Go- 
dot, who constantly sends word 
to them that he will meet them, 
not today, but tomorrow. The 
place In which they wait Is des- 
olate and empty except for a 
tree so sick and weakened that 
not anyone can hang on It. The 
tramps are, In many ways, 
theatrical clowns who use com- 
ic routines of the days of vaud- 
eville. They put on and take off 
their boots, shirts, coats and 
ties. They argue, Interrupt, 
tell anecdotes, munch carrots 
and turnips, pay mock defer- 
ence to each other, and alter- 
nate groans with sudden 
squeals and grimaces. 

If there Is a central unify- 
ing theme in the play, it must 
be Godot, himself. He isn't God. 
He might be man on a bicycle, 
or the Image of God- In- man 
coasting and struggling to keep 
a meeting. Godot Is a word 
coined by Samuel Becket, one

Others who performed 
in the New York Opening were 
K. G. Marshall as Vladimir, 
Kurt Kasznar as Pozzo, and 
Alvin Fpsteln as Lucky. 

Raymond L. Conley has in- 
dicated that the decision to at- 
tempt this play was motivated 
first by the desire to portray 
a ■Hamlet" image to Metho- 
dist College this year— and as 
Hamlet presents the universal 
problems of man on earth, so 
does Waiting for Godot.

SGA Workshop Held 



April 29, 1969 



For the first time in the his- 
tory of Methodist College the 
Student Government Associa- 
tion held an intercollegiate con- 
ference on the campus of 
Methodist College. The confer- 
ence opened Friday, Apr. 18 
and continued until the eve- 
ning of the 19th. 

Opening the SGA workshop 
entitled "Student Government in 
Crisis" was President L. Stacy 
Weaver of Methodist College, 
who stated that he hoped that 
the schools represented would 
be able to gather informative 
information to carry back to 
their schools. 

Following Dr. Weaver was 
Lyndi Martin from Sam ford 

University In Brimingham, 
Ala., who spoke on the releven- 
cy of Student Governments on 
the modern college campus. 
Mr. Martin is affiliated with 
the Southern University stu- 
dent Government Association. 
Mr. Martin presented a short 
but very enlightening and in- 
formative 



Mr. Martin talked about the 
power struggle on the modern 
college campus among the fac- 
ulty, administration, and the 
student government. "Most of 
the time," Mr. Martin stated, 
"the struggle between the stu- 
dents, and the other two groups, 
faculty and the administration. 
Too often the three groups can- 
not agree on vital Issues that 
affect the modern campus and 
the modern student." 

Mr. Martin stated that too of- 
ten college administrators and 
faculty tend to close their 
minds to the ideas and the so- 
cial changes that the youth of 
America seek. This, stated Mr. 
Martin, often leads to violence 
and bullheadedness. "The Ad- 
ministrators and faculty need 
to listen a little more and come 
down to the level of the stu- 
dents once In a while and lis- 
ten to what the students have 
to say and what they want to 
do." 

Because of the difflctdty of 
this idea Mr. Martin has cre- 
ated the Martin plan for high-

Enrollment Released 



Mr. S. E. Edwards, regis- 
trar, recently released the en- 
rollment figures for the sec- 
ond semester of the 1968-69 
school year. 

Once again, the enrollment 
figures show a marked de- 
crease in the number of stu- 
dents who are presently enroll- 
ed at Methodist as compared 
with those who attended MC 
last semester. Including aca- 
demic, special non-academic, 
full, and part-time students, 
there are presently 929 stu- 
dents attending Methodist this 
semester. This is 63 students 
less than the 992 who were en- 
rolled at the beginning of the fall 



A total of 157 students drop- 
ped out of Methodist since the 
beginning of the fall semester 
for both academic and person- 
al reasons. This figure seems 
extremely large for a school 
as small as Methodist. 

Including the special, non- 
credit students, 95 new stu- 
dents were admitted at the 
beginning of the spring semes- 
ter of this year. 

As of the beginning of this 
semester, there are 352 full 
time day students; 537 full time 
dorm students; 2 Opart time stu- 
dents; and 20 special, non- 
credit students.

This new plan that Mr. Martin 
proposes does away with the 
power struggle on the campus 
between the three power 
groups. The University Sen- 
ate Is a combination of all three 
groups who with equal repre- 
sentation come together to 
make and carry out the func- 
tions of the institution. What- 
ever the Issue this Senate han- 
dles all matters of each group 
—the faculty, the administra- 
tion, and the students— then 
abide by that decision. With 
this plan the coUege campus 
does not have one group tell- 
ing another what is better or 
what it wants to do.

Saturday the program con- 
tinued at 9 a.m. with workshops 
on various topics of concern to 
students. Judicial systems, 
drugs and their use and abuse,

tional Innovations were some of 
the workshops held during the 
day. 

Dean Grace Olverholser of 
St. Andrews college spoke 
about the Involved students on 
the campus. She stated that 
students seem to gripe about 
many things but they never 
seem to want to get out and do 
the work to put over their ideas 
and gripes. "Student Govern- 
ment cannot exist properly or 
function If the student body does 
not get behind the leaders 
of that government and sup- 
port the efforts that the Stu- 
dent Government is trying to 
make." 

Saturday afternoon Repre- 
sentative Charles Taylor, min- 
ority leader of the House of 
Representatives, was guest 
speaker for the workshop. Due 
to student uninvolvement Rep. 
Taylor's speech was cancelled 
after he traveled from Raleigh 
to speak to the students. Mr. 
Taylor stated that he under- 
stood the situation that Student 
Government faces. Mr. Taylor 
stated, "The problem of lack 
of interest and uninvolvement 
is also very much a problem 
in local and state government."

Commencement Plans

Blalock Heads Cast Of Five 



Bill Blalock, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Blalock Sr., of 
5427 Rod well Road, Fayette- 
vllle, heads a cast of five In 
the Methodist College produc- 
tion Apr. 29 and 30 of Samuel 
Beckett's controversial tragi- 
comedy "Waiting for Godot." 
Blalock, a senior majoring In 
Business and Economics, is 
presently vice president of the 
Senior Government Association 
and formerly was president of 
the Baptist Student Union and 
of Green and Gold Masque- 
Keys. 

Blalock, In the role of Es- 
tragon, recreates the tramp- 
clown character made famous 
In America by the late Burt 
Lahr on Broadway in 1956. The 
protagonists are two tramps 
who wait on a dismal plain that 
may be the edge of the unl- 
verse (man's jumping- off 
place) or merely the existen- 
tialist's road of life leading 
from nothing' to nowhere. The 
two wait for the coming of Godot 
who will give meaning to their 
existence. A Master and his 
Slave (perhaps the Old Testa- 
ment God and Christ) arrive, 
are mistaken for Godot, but 
Godot himself seemingly never 
comes. The two are left wait- 
ing with only the assurance of 
a messenger that Godot will 
come tomorrow. 

In the co-starring role of 
Vladimir will be Keith Hum- 
mer of Alexandria, Va. Hum- 
mer was elected president of 
his freshman class last fall. 
Another Virginian in the cast 
Is Ronnie Bott of Falls Church.

Patrick Corn, a freshman 
from HendersonvUle, N. C., 
and John Williams, a freshman 
from Oceanport, N. J., com- 
plete the all- male cast In the 
roles of Pozzo (the Master) and 
Lucky (the Slave) respectively. 

In announcing the production 
and cast, Raymond U Conley, 
director and assistant profes- 
sor of speech, noted that "Wait- 
ing For Godot" Is the only ac- 
knowledged classic of the The- 
atre of the Absurd. Ori- 
ginally written In French by 
the Irish playwright Samuel 
Beckett, the play ran for over 
400 performances In its Paris 
production in 1953. It became 
the center of critical contro- 
versy that reached world-wide 
proportion with the transla- 
tion of the play into 22 lang- 
uages. 

The New York production in 
1956 had a long run largely 
due to the presence of the late 
Burt Lahr In the cast and the 
snob appeal of the advertising 
that sought "70,000 playgoing 
intellectuals." Godot became 
the "in" thing, and some the- 
ater lorers returned time and 
again to try todecodethe mean- 
ing of the strange dialogue 
and the inaction of the two 
tramps waiting for the two acts 
for a character that never ar- 
rives.

The cafeteria is a very neg- 
lected area at Methodist Col- 
lege. Many of us never eat the 
meals that we pay for; however, 
this money is never refunded 
to the student. I propose that 
the students be permitted to buy 
meal ticket booklets, thus 
eliminating this waste of our 
money. 

IV. ENTERTAINMENT 

This year we have exper- 
ienced what happens in a small 
school with limited funds, when 
they try and have "entertain- 
ment" every weekend.

I propose that next year the 
SGA work to have quality en- 
tertainment, weU spaced so no 
one gets tired of golngtodances 
and concerto.

This was not hastily thought 
of. I have contacted Smokey Ro- 
binson of Motown and The 
William Morris Booking Agen- 
cy In New York, the largest 
supplier of entertainment in 
America. Both agencies have 
agreed that this is the only 
way to have entertainment 
worthy the name. 

V. JUDICIAL REFORMS 

The Judicial System of Meth- 
odist College has been shown 
to the students on aH levels 
this year, and we need reform. 
Instead of going back to let- 
ting the administration hand- 
le cases, the students will 
take the responsibility. 

The SGA Hnadbook contains 
a statement of the rights re- 
served to the administration, 
however, there is no similar 
list of rights granted to the 
students. The trustees felt that 
this was necessary for the ad- 
ministration, and I feel we need 
a similar statement. Not one 
which is Included in the Con- 
stitution, but listed separately. 

The list would include: 

A. Original Jurisdiction of 
the Student Courts oyer student 
matters. 

R. The Right of Due Process. 

C. The Right of legislate In 
the interest of our own com- 
munity. 

D. The Right to appeal. 
ft. The Lower Courts should 

be set up like the High Court 
of the SGA., with three mem- 
bers appointed by the President 
and three elected by the or- 
ganization Involved. This would 
put a check on the President's 
Powers. 

F. All laws should be uni- 
form in the dormitories, but 
not punishments, because not 
aU violators have the same cir-

Meeting with faculty mem- 
bers were Howard Arden, Ron- 
nie Russell, Diana Rogers, Bill 
Blalock, Joe Sprott, Hope Por- 
ter, Natalie Schwoyer and Jim 
Russell, newly-elected SGA 
president. Although the Idea of 
faculty evaluation here at 
Methodist to not new the idea 
to create a plan was Initiated 
by Ronnie Russell. Jim Russell 
has Illustrated his support for 
such a program in his presi- 
dential platform. Jim has stat- 
ed that, "The students of Meth- 
odist College are the ones who 
review the faculty In class, 
however, they are not consult- 
ed by the administration on who 
they feel sh'Hdd return. I pro- 
pose that the students be sur- 
veyed and the residts of this 
survey be presented to the ad- 
ministration to guide them in 
rehiring our professors." 

The plan proposed was taken 
from the University of North 
Car o/ inn at Greensboro.

The SCORE committee shall be 
composed of seven (7) students, 
one for and from the areas of 
concentrated study, and one 
professor from each area of 
concentration. The chairman of 
each area shall appoint the 
above mentioned professors. 
This committee shall tie head- 
ed by one (1) siix : "nt and one 
(1) professor elected by the 
SCORE committee. 

The students on SCORE shall 
be selected by the Senate of 
the Student Government Asso- 
ciation and shall be selected 
on the requirement that each 
student have his or her major 
area of study from one of the 
seven areas of course study. 

The academic Dean shall ap- 
prove appointed professors. 
These professors shall be re- 
placed from time to time to 
Insure complete representa- 
tion by all faculty members. 

Each person working on the 
score committee wUl have a 
tremendous responsibility on 
them so the plan calls for the 
following. 

Each member of SCORE Is 
to pledge hlmseH to complet 
honesty and Integrity whin 
serving on this committee. 
Should any person while serv- 
ing on the committee divulge 
any information not subject to 
release according to the poli- 
cies or should any person al- 
ter, destroy or misrepresent 
any of the Information of the 
evaluation they shall tie re- 
moved from the SCORE com- 
mittee and shall not be per- 
mitted to sit on the committee 
so long as they are a student 
or professor at the coUege. 

The evaluation wUl consist 
Of a question booklet which con- 
tains eighty (80) questions, re- 
lated to the student, the pro- 
fessor, the course, the depart- 
ment, and the procedures 
used In the classes by the pro- 
fessors. Each student will re- 
ceive a question booklet and 
one answer sheet for each 
class. The professor of each 
class will officiate as proctor 
but only approved persons shall 
be used as they shall be ap- 
proved hy the SCORE commit- 
tee. 

The students will record 
their responses on the answer 
sheet. Fifty (50) minutes wUl 
be aHoted to administer the 
evaluation. The professor shall 
account for every booklet and 
answer sheet. 

A folder shall be provided 
and all booklets and answer 
sheets shaU be placed In the 
folder. The folder will contain 
the class, class section, pro- 
fessors name, and the number 
of students In the class. The 
professor shall then return the 
folder to the person on the 
SCORE committee that repre- 
sents his or her area. 

The heads of each area on 
SCORE shall record the census 
count of each evaluation and 
record the responses of each 
professor from all his or her 
classes. 

A report shaU be issued to 
the professor, head of depart- 
ments, areas, and the academ- 
ic dean. The Individual report 
of each professor shall not be 
released to the general public 
however area and course 
evaluation may be released to 
the public This evaluation 
shall be administered at the 
end of each semester. No stu- 
dent wUl have to sign his or 
her name to their evaluation 
according to the plan.

problem is that they too often 
bring grammar school convic- 
tions to the scene of college 
foundation. With no place to 
turn, religion as a whole Is 
either discarded or the per- 
son retreats to a childish hive 
which gives them a feeling of 
security. In either case, they 
are avoiding the Issue at hand. 

Throughout religious his- 
tory, man's faith lias faltered 
at one time or another. It could 
be due to Insecurity, crisis, 
or simply religious maturity. 
At any rate, not all men dis- 
card religion completely, nor 
retreat to some fanatical po- 
sition. Many religious leaders 
faced this doubt and faltering 
faith. In doing so these men 
went on to find a newer faith. 
The Christian church has done 
this many times down through 
the ages In challenging times. 

Today the church faces the 
challenge of our times, but 
there are few willing to go on 
for a stronger church. The 
choice today, which Is repre- 
sented on this campus, is re- 
treat and withdrawal from the 
church. 

Much like the student move- 
ments throughout our nation, 
demoralizing withdrawal from 
our sick society, students are 
running away from the church 
which they feel Is sick, too. 
Unfortunately, we aren't work- 
ing to exert enough toward 
founding something worth- 
while. 

Faith does falter but re- 
ligion as a whole Is not to 
blame, to believe the Inade- 
quate, or to blame for we are 
what Is left of the church.

Abolished

resolution concerning assembly 
programs on April 17.

The bill reads 
as follows. 

RESOLUTION CONCERNING

The three cut attendance policy 
shall remain the same with the 
same punishment provided for 
over- cutting. 

This resolution was voted 
unanimously and will lie put Into 
effect next year. Roth adminis- 
tration and faculty approve of 
the move. With the lack of at- 
tendance in assemblies It Is 
hoped that this move will in- 
crease Interest. 

However, one must further 
analyze the situation concern- 
ing chapel. When one comes to 
college one acquires many new 
ideas and beliefs, and it Is a 
common understanding that the 
student who attends the liberal 
arts institution becomes more 
literal in his thinking. With the 
student against chapel and with 
the student becoming more lib- 
eral how can an Institution leg- 
islate religion?

Committee Clarifies 

Academic Standards 



In the last issue of sMall 
Talk, there appeared an arti- 
cle concerning academic pro- 
bation. This article is to furth- 
er clarify the preceding one. 

The Academic Affairs Com- 
mute, in its study of good ac- 
ademic standing anu academic 
probation, unanimously ap- 
proved an additional stipula- 
tion which will tie added to the 
new requirements. The stipu- 
lation as approved follows; 
1968-69 Spring Semester 

Students now on academic 
probation will remain on aca- 
demic probation until the end 
of the current semester. The 
academic eligibility status to 
continue after the current se- 
mester will be determined by 
the standards approved by the 
faculty on Mar. 4, 1969, or the 
former standards, whichever 
are to the advantage of the stu- 
dent. If the new standards are 
used by a student on academ- 
ic probation, the term "aca- 
demic probation" for the sec- 
ond semester will be Inter- 
preted as "academic warning" 
for the entire 1968-69 academ- 
ic year. 

19C9-70; 
After the 1968-69 academic 
year, the academic status of 
all students will be determined 
by the new standards. 



New Bill Includes 
Judicial Reforms 



The Senate on Thursday, 
April 17, passed unanimously a 
new bill presented by the Judi- 
cial Reforms Committee head- 
ed by Frank Lee. Working with 
Frank is Ronnie Bott, John 
Brown, Tommy Spence, Geor- 
ge na Clayton, Bill Kimble, and 
Dave Bowmen. 

A bill entitled an amendment 
to Title VI - the Judicial courts 
of the association of the By- 
Laws of the Student Govern- 
ment Association of Methodist 
College. 

Be It enacted by the sixth 
senate of the Methodist College 
Student Government Associa- 
tion that: 

Section 2 of Article 1 be de- 
leted and that the following shall 
be a new section 2. 

A faculty member shall te 
chosen to serve as adviser to 
the court and that a new posi- 
tion In the student Life Area 
be created. The sole duties of 
this student life memlier shall 
be those of Judicial Adviser. 
The Chief Justice and the Ad- 
viser will report the decisions 
of the court to the student Life 
Area. The Adviser shall te giv- 
en opportunities to voice per- 
sonal opinion at the discretion 
of the Chief Justice. 

A new Section (#5) te added 
to Article 1 and shall read as 
follows: 

COMPOSITION OF THE COURT 

A. Three class presidents' 
names along with four appoint- 
ments arrived at through a 
meeting of the SGA Executive 
Council, all subject to approval 
by the Senate. 

b. The secretary of the SGA 
or a member of her staff should 
serve as high court secretary 
(non- voting memter)i 

c. If It Is proven to the satis- 
faction of a majority of the 
members of the court that a 
Chief Justice or Justice has 



listened to or discussed the 
fact or opinions of a pending 
case, this Justice or Chief Jus- 
tice shall be removed from the 
Court unless he resigns. 

An addition to be made to 
sub-section 3 of Article 1 and 
shall read as follows: 

Appeal shall te defined as the 
right of the student to a new 
trial in the appropriate court. 

An addition of subsections 
q and r under Article TV- Gen- 
eral Provisions, and shall read 
as follows: 

q. Indictments: All requests 
for Indictments shall te made 
through the Attorney General 
and not through the Chief Jus- 
tice or any member of the 
court. The Chief Justice's only 
pre-trial function shall te to set 
trial date and call the mem- 
bers of the court. 

r. Jurisdiction: In any case 
involving possible suspension 
or expulsion, the High Court 
shall have original jurisdiction. 
It shall te the duty of each 
Justice to remain on campus 
until after the last examina- 
tion of each semester. 

Effective upon passage. 

The Judicial Reforms com- 
mittee hopes that through this 
legislation that the courts will 
be improved and that the student 
courts will have a little more 
autonomy.

Felbleman's Law of Sec- 
ond ratedness; To be second 
rate, (a) never te the first to 
do anything, and (b) never do 
anything as well as it can te 
done. These principles call for 



Two additional recommen- 
dations from the Academic Af- 
fairs Committee were placed 
before the faculty for approval. 

First approval by the faculty 
was a recommendation that a 
faculty Appeals Board be es- 
tablished to serve In connection 
with the new academic stan- 
dards. The recommendation of 
the Academic Affairs Commit- 
tee was as follows: 

•It Is proposed that an Ap- 
p?als Board be established to 
make final disposition of all 
special cases Involving stu- 
dents whose academic records 
do not meet minimum require- 
ments for good standing, as 
established by the Academic 
Dean. It will report Its decis- 
ions to the Academic Dean. It 
shall te composed of three fac- 
ulty members appointed by the 
President of the College. The 
Academic Dean and the Dean 
of Students will be ex officio 
members of the Board with- 
out voting privileges." 

The second recommendation 
from the Academic Affairs 
Committee which was placed 
before the faculty concerned a 
new statement of academic re- 
quirements to govern transfer 
students, in accordance with 
the new standards adopted. The 
recommendation from the Aca- 
demic Affairs Committee, as 
adopted, reads as follows: 

"Academic Requirements for 
Continuance In College for 
Transfer Students:" 

A transfer student who has 
a cumulative grade- point- 
average of 2.00, or better, In 
transfer credits must maintain 
a cummulatlve grade-point 
average In all courses attempt- 
ed at Methodist College equal 
to that required of students at 
the same stage of progress who 
Initially enrolled at Methodist 
College. A transfer student who 
falls to meet this requirement 
will te placed on academic 
warning." 

Under this new system of 
academic standing, the pre- 
vious standards are mod- 
ified somewhat. With these 
new standards in effect, 
new requirements must 
b met. For students pres- 
enly on academic proba- 
tion, the new standards apply- 
now. However, with the new 
standards some students might 
find themselves at a disadvan- 
tage In some special situations. 
The administration realizes this 
and Is attempting to make sure 
that there are adequate persons 
to help solve the problems of 
all students, especially those 
on academic probation. 

The recommendation of the 
Academic Affairs Committee 
requardlng transfer students 
will te added to the official 
statement on pages 58 and 59 
of the new catalogue, item six 
tieing the statement the recom- 
mendation will te added to. 

It would te to the advantage 
of those students to whom these 
new recommendations apply to 
reread the sections in thecatal 
logue and In this article con- 
cerning academic standing and 
transfer students and see In 
exactly what way these new 
measures apply to their own 
problems.

This year the Methodist Col- 
lege Sixth (6th) Senate was 
chaired tiy President Richard 
swink (G9\ President pro-tem- 
pore's were Mason Dlrlckson 
first semester and Warren 
Southerland (70) second semes- 
ter. Clerks were Marilyn 
Kvery (70) and Natalie Schwoy- 
er (71). The assistant clerk was 
Barbara Schutz (70). The 
parliamentarians were 
Bruce Hiatt (71) first se- 
mestsr and Ronnie Russell (69) 
second semester. 

The Senate Is made up of four 
senators and one alternate sen- 
ator from each class, the vice 
president of the association, 
and the chief justice of the high 
court. 

The Senate Initiated many- 
constitutional reforms this 
year, among which were an al- 
most complete revamping of 
the acts of the Senate. New 
definitions were given to the 
acts on vandalism, hazing, 
stealing and perjury by Mason 
Dlrlckson and Warren South- 
erland. Also Included In these 
bills was a liberalization of the 
punishments giving a minimum 
and a maximum for each of- 
fense. 

Bill Flowers introduced a 
bill which passed the Senate 
making the alternate senator 
move up to senator whenever a 
vacancy occurred in his par- 
ticular class. A new person 
would then be elected to the 
position of alternate senator. 

Previously, the archivist and 
the parliamentarian were the 
same person. Tommy Smith 
and Larry Nunnery changed 
this with a bill making archivist 
and parliamentarian two dif- 
ferent officers appointed by the 
president of the SGA. 

The act on cheating was al- 
most completely redone by 
Mason Dlrlckson and Warren 
Southerland. There were two 
offenses given and a minimum 
and a maximum punishment for 
each. The maximum punish- 
ment is permanent dismissal 
from the college. 

The state student Legisla- 
ture became Involved with the 
Senate for the third straight 



year. Bruce Hiatt and Ronnie 
Russell forced through a bill 
setting up a committee made up 
of the presidents ol each class 
and the chairman of SSL to pick 
members for the delegation. 

RUIlty Simpson introduced a 
bill very tieneflclal to the 
freshman class. The bill re- 
quired all candidates for office 
in the freshman class to make 
campaign speeches to their 
classmates. 

A resolution by Howard Ar- 
den has been forwarded to the 
administration requesting only 
one chapel program a week. 
The three-cut policy shall re- 
main the same. Special class 
meetings may be held on Wed- 
nesday. 

The Senate finally raised the 
requirements for senators this 
year. Mason Dlrlckson and 
Warren Southerland persuaded 
the Senate in a long debate to 
raise the requirements for 
class officers froma2.0toa2.1 
over-all average. A bill also 
passed the Senate requiring 
SGA officers to have the same 
grade point average, but it did 
not pass in a vote from the stu- 
dent body. 

Warren Southerland initiated 
a bill that was drawn up and 
Introduced by Randy Simpson 
that defined and gave the duties 
of each officer within the Sen- 
ate. Senator Simpson was 
greatly aided by his committee 
which investigated this bill. 



The assembly of May 7, 1909, 
will lie rememt>ered by many of 
the students at Methodist Col- 
lege as it was then that the 
academic awards for the 1968- 
f>9 school year were presented.

A newly- formed club's con- 
stitution was approved by the 
Senate. Next year there will t* 
a Sociology Club. 

Bill Blalock Introduced a 
resolution which raised the en- 
tertainment fee for the next 
year from $5.00 to$10.00. This 
will be Included In the fees 
paid bv each student at the be- 
ginning of each semester. 

Bob Swlnk Introduced a res- 
olution which passed the Senate 
allowing women to be In the 
lobbies of the men's dorms. 
This resolution turned out tot* 
one of the most controversial 
items to come before the Sen- 
ate. 

BUI Blalock and Frank Lee 
Introduced a 1)111 concerning the 
high court. This bill changed 
the adviser from the dean of 
men to a faculty member. Also 
the SGA secretary will serve 
as secretary of the high court. 

Next year the Senate hopes to 
deal with more pertinent mat- 
ters on the campus. If any stu- 
dent has an idea which he feels 
will benefit Methodist College, 
he should get In touch with a 
senator in his class to see about 
putting the idea into effect. This 
year if any senator does not ful- 
fill his duty he will be Im- 
peached. The students should 
get behind their Senate for it 
is the senate that makes the 
laws governing the students.
